ſome northern county, where moſt want ſhould 
be of the preaching the Word of God, for the 


maintenance of preaching miniſters in ſuch places. 


The right worſhipful company of mercers, 


London, with eight hundred and eighty pounds, 
part and parcel: thereof, the 25th day of June, 
1629, did purchaſe the houſe and tythes now 
belonging to the lecturer of Hexham... 


Mable Ord; widow, A. D. 1634, gave the 


double- gilt chalice and paten now belonging; to 
Hexham church, weighing thirty- two ounces ;

The faid Mable Ord afterwards did. give 
one hundred pounds to the poor. It is ſaid ſhe 
alſo gave one hundred pounds to Hexham free- 
ſchool, and another hundred pounds to build a 
fountain, which was loſt. 


Mrs Jane Lawſon, ſpinſter, daughter of Ed- 
ward Lawſon, of Topcliffe in Yorkſhire, Gent. 
(but then of Hexham) deſired her father upon 
her death-bed (A. D. 1637) to give forty ſnil- 


lings a year for ever unte forty-poor widows in

And that the ſaid John Robſon, his heirs, and 
alſigns, ſhall and will, at all times, to cauſe, ſo 
long as he ſhall continue the ſame incloſures, 
keep the ſaid incloſures decent and in good or- 
der, and ſhall not convert the ſame to any uſe 
or uſes whatever, which may be any way pre- 
judicial or inconvenient to the ſaid church, or 


the pariſhioners of the ſaid pariſh, or any of 
them, or which fhall not conſiſt with decency 
with reſpect to the faid church.

N the province of the Northumbrians, not 
far from the river Tyne and on the ſouth of 

it, ſtands a town, which takes its name of 
Heſtoldeſham from a ſmall rivulet called Heſtild, 
which nevertheleſs ſometimes flows with a tor- 


rent of water. 


The bleſſed Queen Etheldreda, daughter of 
Auna, King of the Eaft Angles, and married to 
Ecfrid, King of the Northumbrians, having a 
mighty eſteem for Wilfrid, then Biſhop of York, 
made a grant to him of the aforeſaid town with 

all 
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all the adjicent country, about the year of our 
Lord 674, for religious and pious uſes, and 
that he might found an epiſcopal ſee there, to 
be. governed by himſelf firſt and then by his 
lucceſſors.

St Wilfrid, about the year of Chriſt 674, in 


the fortieth year of his age and tenth of his 
epiſcopate, built this noble fabric in honour of 

St Andrew the Apoſtle, in return for the bene- 
4 fits received by his interceſſion ; for when Wil- 


frid was at Rome, praying for the remiſſion of 


his ſins in St Andrew's church, he begged he 
might be certified, by this token from the Saint, 


of the efficaciouſneſs of his petitions, viz. that 


he might have a quick judgment and ready ut- 
terance,” which requeſt was preſently granted; 
in memory whereof, and in gratitude to the 
Apoſtle St Andrew, he laid the foundation of 


this fabric, and in laying it contrived ſubterra- 


peous pallages, leading to Yaults and chapels, 
underground. 
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underground. The walls above were ſupported 
by pillars, well faſhioned and dreſſed, and va- 
kxious in their forms, to the height of three ſto. 
ries; which walls, together with the chapiters 
of the pillars and the roof of the choir, he 
adorned with ſculptures of ſtone, images, and 
various paintings of lively colours. The body 
of the church. he ſurrounded with appendages 
and cloiſters above and below, ſeparated from 
each other by ſtone partitions, and each of them 
having their reſpective winding ſtairs ; and he 
ſo contrived them, and the ſeveral galleries in 
them, and ,the ſteps of aſcent to them, that 
great numbers of people might ſtand therein, 
and yet be concealed from the ſight of thoſe in 
the choir, And in theſe cloiſters, or porticos, 
e erected ſeveral private oratories, in which 
were placed altars to the bleſſed Virgin „St Mi- 
chael, the Apoſtles, &c. the ſummit or tops of 
which oratories remain diſtinguiſhed to this day, 
in the form of turrets or little fortifications. |

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The outward court of the church he encloſed 


with a ſtrong wall. He alſo built an aqueduct of 


ſtone, to convey a ſufficient quantity of water 


for the uſe of the offices of the church. 


In the ſame town were two other churches 4 
built by St Wilfrid, and not far from the mo- 
ther- church; one of them, the neareſt to it, 
was a-curious work, erected like a tower and 
almoſt round , having four porticos looking to 
different quarters : "this was dedicated to St 
Mary the bleſſed Virgin. The other, built at a 
greater diſtance, was dedicated to St Peter. 
Alſo an oratory, dedicated to St Michael the 
Archangel, built on the north ſide of Tyne, at 


a place called in Engliſh Erneſhou, in Latin 


Mons Aquilæ, or Mount Eagle: here it was 
that a man who was dumb and infected with the 


worm. diſenſe, was miraculouſly cured by John 


de Beverley. Theſe three buildings were ſup- 


; poſed 
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poſed to have been begun by Wilfrid, but 
finiſned by Acca his ſucceſſor. 

In the year 709, Acca, a prieſt of Wilfrid's, 
ſucceeded him in the government of the church. 
He was an able man, and took great pains to 
collect from all parts the relics of the apoſtles 
and martyrs, to whom he erected altars within 
the walls of the church. In the year 732 Acca 
was baniſhed, but whither is not upon record; 
he is ſaid to have lived eight years after his ex- 
pulſion. His body, when dead, was brought 
to Hexham and buried there. And a great 
number of years after, when his ſepulchre was 
opened, the linen ſhroud in which he was 
wrapped, and his robe and ſtomacher, which 
were both of ſilk, were found not only entire, 


but ſtrong, freſh and beautiful as ever they had 


been. 
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
